Porush gives up his Knesset seat

Menahem Porush agreed yesterday 
to cede his Knesset seat to Shlomo 
Gross, after he was called upon to 
do so by Aguda's Council of Sages. 

The Council upheld Gross’ claim 
that Porush had pledged before the 
Knesset elections to cede the seat 
to Gross midway through the Knes- 
set's four-year term. 

This deadline passed a month ago, 
but Porush at first refused to ho- 
nour his pledge, claiming that it 
had been extorted from him under 
duress, 

Messrs, Gross and Porush both 
put their case to the Council of 
Sages yesterday. The Council, Agu- 
da’s supreme authority, held by 
majority in favour of Gross.

Porush told The Post last night 
that 88 far as he was concerned 
his resignation had been irrevocably 
set in motion,*and he expected the 
letter to be forwarded to the Knes- 
set Speaker.

Porush said he would devote his 
energies to Aguda’s Jerusalem 
branch, which he heads,

‘The 26 contractor-investors of the 
flats were enraged when the tenants 
refused to pay the higher rents 
they demanded. The immigrants 
complained that they couldn't afford 
to pay the increased rents. And the 
Absorption Ministry, while admitting 
that the ads were misleading, as- 
serted that rents in non-subsidized 
flats had increased dramatically and 
the “12-year rental flate"” were still 
“a bargain.” 

Prof. Barak ruled that the 400 
families who were misled by the 
ad would have to pay the higher 
rents demanded by the investors, 
but that they would be compensated 
for the difference by the Govern- 
ment. The approximately 600 fami- 
Hes who joined the 12-year scheme 
before the advertisement appeared 
would, however, recelve πὸ compen- 
sation from the Government. 

He further recommended that 
easy-term mortgages be made avail- 
able to the misled immigrants for 
up to three years after their ar- 
rival in the country or by next 
June 30, whichever is later. That 
would channel the estimated IL2m. 
cost of correcting the error into 
mortgages, rather than rent subsi- 
dies that would be pocketed by the 
investors. 

Asked to comment on Prof. Ba- 
rak’s recommendations, Absorption 
Ministry Director-General Menahem 
Sherman said that the Government 
“learned something” from the affair. 
As a result of the controversy, the 
ministry stopped advertising im- 
migrant housing schemes in the 
press and will take responsibility 
only for information printed in its 
official publications.

It was pointed 
out that the aftertaste appears in 
milk a couple of days after being 
pasteurized. 

Tnuva has set up an emergency 
staff in Tel Aviv to handle com- 
plaints, with staff members going 
to the individual’s home to ex- 
change the spoiled product.

LISBON. — Leftists ‘engulfed 
downtown Lisbon yesterday with a 
flood of heavy vehicles and over 
60,000 demonstrators i for 
the ouster of Prime Minister Jose 
Pinheiro de Azevedo, Pro-govern- 
ment forces called the march a 
prelude to armed rebellion and 
mobilized their militants throughout 
the nation.

assembly pledge still stands. 

Some political leaders in England 
have also got into the act. Sir Reg 
Goodwin, leader of the Greater 
London Council, said, “The com- 
bined populations of Scotland and 
‘Wales amount to little more than 
the population of London. Why 
sbould Londoners accept less de- 
mocratic control over their lives 
than the Scots or Welsh?” 

Northern Ireland, the fourth 
partner, with 12 lawmakers in the 
House of Commons, is a case apart. 
Tt had its own government with 
devolved powers from London until 
1972, when sectarian violence 
produced reluctant direct rule from 
London.

Administrators sent 
there from Madrid did not under- 
stand them, and local opponents of 
the regime used them to show they 
wanted to have nothing to do with 
Castillian-speaking central authority. 


Under the new decree, Spaniards 
are given back rights they held 
under the pre-Franco republic — 
to publish newspapers or to broad- 
east radio programmes in thelr re- 
gional language, use the language 
in all kind of meetings and employ 
it in all sessions of municipal or 
provincial authorities, 

However, Castillian — or proper 
Spanish — remains the official lan- 
guage of the nation, the decree 
said. Castillian continues to be the 
only officially recognized language 
to be used by “the high organs of 
the state," public administration 
and the courts. 

A week ago the Prince ordered 
the setting up of a commission to 
study how a measure of economic 
and tax autonomy can be granted 
to the Basque people.

of late been fed by rumours concer-: 


ning the rapid depletion of our 
reserve balances. In point of fact, 
the Bank of Israel's reserve holdings 
now amount to something over $1 b., 
about the same os they were a year 
ago (though less than the $1.35 b. the 
Bank held last May), and this amount 
is expected to be maintained in the 
foreseeable future, But the country's 
“net foreign currency asseta” have 
declined almost steadily from over 
$1.5 Ὁ. before the last war to $350m. 
at present. If this trend 15 not check- 
ed, the remainder may also dis- 
eppear before long. It is small 
wonder that this has caused 
much apprehension. However, the 
relevant figures have been widely 
misunderstood, and the development 
should be seen in its proper setting. 


The above decline does not mean 
that we may soon find ourselves 
without reserve funds for balancing 
fluctuations in our foreign currency 
accounts. Nor does it mean that our 
foreign currency assets are dwindl- 
ing. Such views fail to take inte ac- 
count the quite special character of 
the “net foreign currency assets"’ 
computed by the Central Bureau of 
Statistics. Actually this figure refers 
only to the foreign currency assets 
held by our banks with banks and 
financial institutions abroad. Its 
decline shows, therefore, the 
Geterioration of cur financial situa- 
tion, but not the limits of our borrow- 
ing and paying capacity. :

In doing this our banks have but 
played their proper role. aiding our 
hard-pressed economy and 
the reserve balances of the central 
bank. The banking system's 
operating reserves have not been 
reduced in the process. This develop- 
ment need not have affected the 
banks’ Uquidity position. One may 
presume that the respective credits 
have been given within adequate 
safety margins, and have been back- 
ed by sufficient collateral, like the 
rest of the banks" lendings. (Inciden- 
tally, aome major loans are said to 
have been repaid by the end of 
September.) The fact that the banks 
have been able to raise more foreign 
funds (including private deposits) 15 
evidence of their high credit stan- 
ding abroad. Moreover, Israel is still 
‘bo: abroad at a massive acale 
quite independently of the commer- 
ela] banks’ credit lines. 

Nevertheless, the decline of the 
“net assets" shows the strain to 
which the financial system is expos- 
ed. The banks have extended their

BEIRUT (Ofns). — 
DR. HENRY KISSINGER 
ruthlessly scuttled the revolt of 
the Kurdish nationalists in Iraq 
earlier this year, according to 
one of the aides of the defeated 
General Mustapha Barzani. The 
Kurds believe the American 
Secretary of State cut off aid to 
them — supplied through Iran 
and the Central Intelligence 
Agency —‘1to save his larger Mid- 
die East game. 

Kissinger hoped that Iraq, 
free of the Kurdish problem he 
had helped to foment, would 
renew its rivalry with Syria, 
weakening opposition in 
Damascus to the Egyptian- 
Israeli withdrawal pact he was 
working out last spring. The plan 
seems to have worked — at great 
cost to the Kurdish movement. 

Talking openly for the first 
time about the CIA involvement 
— ordered by Kissinger — in the 
Kurdish insurgency, a Barzani 
aide who was privy to the opera- 
tion told me here that covert 
American support was central to 
Kurdish strategy in decision 
to defy Baghdad. Through CLA 
channels, Barzani's Kurdistan 
Democratic Party received tens 
of millions of dollars worth of 
weapons. The best American- 
supplied material consisted 
primarily of Soviet-made ar- 
ὍΠΟΥ and ‘‘Sagger’’ portable 
anti-tank missiles, plus a power- 
ful American-made radio 
transmitter which broadcast the 


‘Voice of Kurdistan" 
throughout the Middle East. 
The Kurds’ view of 


Kissinger’s role was reinforced 
by disclosures in Washington 
earlier this month that Kissinger 
ordered the CIA operation in his 
capacity as National Security 
Council chairman answerable 
only to President Nixon. Reports 
in Washington confirmed that 
the CLA had arranged shipments 
of ‘‘untraceable’’ Soviet and 
Chinese-made weapons to the 
Kurds via Iran. Former 
Treasury Secretary John Con- 
nally, who represents several 

in the Middle Hast, was 
named as the contact man with 
the Shah, who was enthusiastic 
about the operation. The CIA 
also funnelled financial support 
to the Kurds. 

The military impact of the 
American commitment was far 
outweighed in the Kurds’ eyes by 
its political significance. 
American influence was viewed 
as a guarantee against any 
sudden double-cross by the 
Shah. ‘‘We would never have 
launched the revolt trusting the 
Persians alone,'’ Barzani's aide 
said. ‘‘Barzani believed the U.S.

The Agency said the Kurds 
were seen as a means of ousting 
the Iraqi Ba'ath (Arab Socialist) 
regime, whose shaky new 
leadership appeared to be tur- 
ning Iraq into a base of Soviet in- 
fluence after signing an Iragqi-

The CIA contacts occurred 
primarily in Europe, although 
assistance was all funnelled 
through Iran, which has a com- 
mon border with Kurdistan. The 
Agency pleaded the need for 
secrecy to spare Barzani em- 
barrassment as an ‘American 
client."

Patients endangered by crash 
courses for immigrant dentists 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — Your article ''Dental 
amendment aims to upgrade prac- 
titloners,"" (October 29) should fill 
anyone, who is knowledgeable or in- 
terested in the health of our citizens, 
with profound misgivings. 

The qualifying “crash courses 
given to immigrant practitionera 
from Rumania and Russia followed 
by examinations are a farce for the 
following basic reasons: 

These practitioners know next to 
nothing about dental health or 
proper dentistry in the first place. 
They have not studied physiology, 
anatomy, pathology, pharmacology, 
basic medicine and surgery, etc., 
and without the foregoing, it is im- 
possible to understand the basics of 
dental subjects such as periodontal 
disease, dental decay, their proper 
prevention and treatment, correct 
oral surgery procedures, occlusion 
and orthodontics. 

To expect these new immigrants to 
absorb all these subjects as well as 
study Hebrew and learn to read 
English textbooks in a period of just 
over a year is ridiculous. 


To give these people a licence to. 


practise after a course of less than 
one year. is asking for trouble. The 
patients whom they will attend to 
without supervision, are entitled to 
be protected from these very prac- 
titioners by the Ministry of Health 
and by the Medical and Dental 
Associations. 

I would venture to say that 
thousands of patients visit Kupat 
Holim clinics and hospitals, suffer- 
ing from medical symptoms which 
have their origins in poor ‘dental 
treatment” by unqualified or semi- 
qualified practitioners. This is 
known as iatrogenic disease — dis- 
ease which is the result of treatment.

Why should politics and integra-

siderations? Perhaps the time has 
come for the medical and dental 
profession to demand that the 
Minister of Health be a man 
qualified in and competent to deal in 
health problems, and iet the 
politicians play politics, leaving 
health to those really concerned with 
it. 

If these practitioners are good den- 
tal technicians, they can readily be 
absorbed and employed as such, as 
there is a shortage of good men in 
this field. Or perhaps they can be 
trained as oral hygienists and work 
under proper supervision. 

A commission of inquiry, com- 
posed of professionals, and not, 
politicians, should be appointed im- 
mediately, before too much 
irreparable damage is caused.
